Can Medicare deductions be made from 


a man's Social Security checks if he never 
signed up for Medicare? I have a 79-year- 
old brother who didn't even get a raise in 
his Social Security this year, and now they 
say he owes them money for Medicare and 
are deducting it from his checks. He has 
always been healthy and never signed up 
for Medicare. 


... Medicare, a federal program ad- 


ministered through the Social Security 
office, 
is a voluntary program and 


requires that an individual make ap- 
plication before being enrolled. 


However, there are a number of factors 


which could account for his dilemma, 
according to the local Social Security 
office. 


First, if your brother has in the past 


received state welfare benefits, those 
benefits would have paid his Medicare if 
he was enrolled. When the welfare 
payments stop, the individual starts to pay 
for the Medicare. 


It is possible that he, upon retirement 


from his job, signed for Medicare without 
realizing it, or has since forgotten. At any 
rate, he needs to contact the Social 
Security office where he lives and ask 
them to explain what is going on, since 
local officials say that a signature is 
required before Medicare deductions are 
made or benefits issued. 


If your brother is not familiar with the 


programs, or if he is hard of hearing, it 
might be best to have a family member 
accompany him when he talks with them 
to be sure the matter is straightened out. 


You also mention that he did not receive 


the latest Social Security increase, 
sometliing that the local office said was 
unlikely since it was automatically 
granted to everyone. He certainly needs to 
see his local office about that, if he feels he 
didn't receive the increase. 


From your letter, it was difficult to 


determine exactly what the deductions you 
mentioned were being taken out for. But 
the Social Security office where he lives is, 
the only office directly equipped to answer 
his question, and you or he needs to contact 
them to find out what exactly is being 
deducted and why;

matinee, and $3 for general admission 
seats for both shows.

The ticket office is asking pur- 
chasers to send in $5 a ticket regardless of 
which seats and times you prefer. They 
will send you a letter later telling you how 
much more, if any, you owe, and you can 
pay them at the box office.

When you mail in, you need to send them 


your name, address, the number of tickets 
you want, the date and time of show for 
which you want them, as well as a check or 
money order for the price.

There is an easily made solution that is 


said to preserve newspapers for as long as 
200 years, according to the Dallas Public

As published in Time magazine in

overnight. Shake it well, then pour the 
solution into a pan or tray large enough to 
accommodate a flattened newspaper, soak 
the newspaper for an hour and pat dry. 


The 
solution 
arrests 
the 
acidic 


decomposition that slowly destroys the 
cellulose fibers in paper, according to the 
Time article. Most of today's newspapers 
will normally last from 50 to 100 years. 
With repeated soakings in the solution, at 
50-year intervals, the treated 
papers 


should last up to 200 years or more. 


But don't try the stuff on your old love 


letters — the recipe is meant solely for 
printed material.

been notified by a local businessman that 
there is one instance where you are not 
required to file a federal income tax 
return.

Corsicana's 
traffic 
safety 


program will not be continued 
when the new fiscal year begins 
Oct. 
1 and 
Traffic 
Safety 


Director Guy Rushin says he's 
still not sure why. 


The Corsicana City Com- 


mission voted 4-1 Tuesday night 
to discontinue the traffic safety 
program 
after 
Rushin 
had 


asked for a public hearing to 
present his side of the case. 


This morning, Rushin said he 


was 
"still 
numb," 
adding 


"When you show a group you've 
netted them $370,000 in three 
years and they say they can't 
afford you, you sort of wonder." 


Flushin was referring to part 


of an eight-page presentation he 
gave each member of the 
commission Tuesday. Listing 10 
separate programs, state and 
local 
funding and 
revenues 


realized, the summary sheet for 
these programs showed a net 
gain of $374,902.53. 


"I DIDN'T realize the office 


had produced that much," 
Rushin 
said 
Wednesday. 


"There's any number of ways 


they could have funded the 
program if they had wanted to." 


Rushin himself listed three 


methods of funding the traffic 
program. 


His first suggestion was that 


his office be designated as grant 
coordinating office in charge of 
the Community Development 
Program. By using CDP ad- 
ministrative funds to operate 
the office, Rushin said this 
would save the city at least 
$6,000 annually in the consulting 
fees paid to Jack Russell. 


Rushin pointed out that by 


pursuing the urban system 
projects 
of 
the 
highway 


department, 
the city 
could 


continue 
its 
traffic 
safety 


program 
under 
community 


development. 


Although he stated in his 


report that "some cities" are 
doing just this, Rushin was 
unable to name any particular 
cities, saying only that this 
point was made recently during 
a 
statewide 
traffic 
safety 


meeting. 


RUSHIN ALSO said that "a 


good, active" 
program of 


Selective Traffic Enforcement 


(STEP) would pay for the 
traffic safety office and also 
reduce accidents in town. The 
STEP centers on high accident 
areas and provides State funds 
to pay patrolmen for working 
these areas. 


Rushin also pointed out that 


since the city is going to have to 
upgrade its signs to meet State 
laws, his ability to secure grant 
money for these changes would 
free about $15,000 of the nearly 
$20,000 needed to operate his 
office. 


In addition to the financial 


picture of the traffic safety 
office, Rushin also included 
several sections of the city 
charter which detailed the city 
manager's responsibilities for 
traffic safety. 


August Wendorf also spoke 


during 
the 
public 
hearing 


saying that all he can see in the 
form of traffic safety during the 
past three years is the "lollipop 
signs" at the railroad crossings. 
"From a citizen's viewpoint," 
Wendorf said, "the program's a 
failure." 


DURING A question 
and 


answer period, Commissioners 
Gene Johnson, R. A. Armistead 


and Wayne Norris asked Rushin 
several questions, H. R. Stroube 
Jr. remaining silent and Mayor 
Sue 
Youngblood 
only 
ad- 


dressing herself to questions 
from the commissioners. 


City Manager Dick Ballenger 


would not provide Norris with a 
recommendation one way or the 
other, saying that he was the 
one wanting to know 
the 


commission's desire so he could 
finalize the budget. 


After Mrs. Youngblood failed 


to get a motion to fund the 
program, Norris said that he 
was "not in a position to make a 
commitment" on the program's 
future. 


When Mrs. Youngblood asked 


for 
a 
negative 
motion t;o 


eliminate the funding, Stroube 
made it. (The mayor had said 
that she would make it if that 
were 
possible.) 
Armistead 


seconded Stroube's motion and 
the traffic safety program was 
eliminated by a 4-1 vote with 
Norris voting no. 


Rushin said this morning that 


he will continue to work as Civil 
Service Director.

Collector Jerry Scott says he

why we do better." 


Scott says the county tax 


office doesn't 
do "anything 


differently" 
than the 
other 


taxing agencies. In fact, he says 
the county does less than either 
the city or schools, both of 
whom 
instigate 
tax 
suits 


against delinquents. 


The county does not have a 


delinquent tax attorney. 


An 
examination 
of 
the 


collecting records of the three 
taxing agencies 
shows 
the 


county collecting more taxes 
before they become delinquent 
than the other agencies and 
then collecting more of the 
delinquent taxes than either of 
the other two agencies. 


The school tax office is second 


to the 
county in both initial 


collections 
and 
delinquent 


collections, 
with 
the 
city 


finishing 
third. 
All of 
the 


agencies 
showed 
year-end 


collections of better than 95 per 
cent. 


In comparing the tax offices, 


the final collections from the 
1974-1975 collection periods and 
the collections for the current 
year were used. 


The records show the county 


in the enviable position of 
collecting more than 100 per 
cent of its taxes last year and 
moving toward that rate again 
this year. This figure is com- 
posed of taxes collected for 
previous years as well as for the 
year, involved. 


Scott says the key to the 


county's collection record may 
be the fact that it taxes on only 
25 per 
cent 
of the 
total 


evaluation whereas the city and 
shcool both tax on 100 per cent 
of the evaluation. 


"County taxes are a whole lot 


less," Scott says, adding "We 
really don't get a lot of people 
griping about paying county 
taxes." 


Scott and School tax assessor 


George Caperton agreed that 
the respective tax offices would 
show a better collection per- 
centage if people paid 
the 


personal property taxes on their 
cars as readily as they do on 
their real estate. Both men said 
their offices collect about 50 per 
cent of their taxes assessed 
against automobiles. 


THE CITY TAX office quit 


assessing automobiles in 1972. 


Last year, the county showed 


$1,144,694 in outstanding 
tax 


money, collecting $1,115,954 as 
of Jan. 31, 1975, the day before 
taxes become delinquent. 


Between Feb. 1 and June 30, 


1975, the county upped this 96'.5 
per cent to 100.6 per cent by 
finishing the year with total 
collections of $1,152,180, which 
is $7,486 more than shown on the 
rolls. 


Scott credits the unproved 


economic situation with pushing 
collections over the top. He 
explains that as people buy and 
sell land, the past due taxes are 
paid, often by people not aware 
that the tax delinquency exists. 


As of May 31 of this year, the 


county has collected $1,166,420 
of the $1,168,842 estimated to be 
available, a collection rate of 
99.7 per cent. Most of this total

Slow court 


blamed on lack 


of reporter,cases

Some 
Navarro 
County 


lawyers are unhappy with the 
lack of activity in District Court 
since the June 5 run-off election 
for district judge. 


District Judge Don Nicholson, 


who lost the runoff, says the 
lack is because he's having a 
hard time locating a court 
reporter and because there 
have been no requests for jury 
trials. 


As of July 16,41 days after the 


run-off 
election 
was 
held, 


Nicholson has held court only 14 
days. This can be compared to 
the period in between the May 1 
primary and the June 5 run-off 
when court was held 22 out of 36 
days. 


Nicholson 
says 
that 
his 


running battle with the com- 


missioners court over a court 
reporter, and the fact that his 
court reporter, Anita Kellum, 
found other employment after 
the June 5 run-off, has made it 
difficult 
for him to find a 


reporter to record the hap- 
penings of the court. 


Nicholson says that a court 


reporter 
is necessary, 
ac- 


cording to law, in a District 
Court. 


"I am holding court when I 


can get a court reporter," 
Nicholson said. "If you look, I 
am 
disposing 
of plenty of 


cases," he added. 


Nicholson said that 
there 


have been no jury trials since 
the May 1 primary, but said that 
he called a jury panel for the 
week of the 12th and all the 
cases fell through. 


"We haven't had a jury trial 


because we haven't had a 


request for a jury trial," he 
said. "There hadn't been cases 
ready for trial." 


"I don't care what they say. 


Look at the records and you can 
see we are holding court," he 
added. 


"I've been here every day," 


he said. "We're not having 
proceedings because we don't 
have cases," he added. 


"I don't have a single legal 


matter pending that doesn't 
require a court reporter," he 
said, adding "The court is in 
operation." 


Nicholson said that he has had 


as many court proceedings as 
any other court in Texas. 


"I knocked out a 16-year-

Navarro College trustees Thurs' 
day " approved a $3.8 million 
budget 
for 
1976-77 
college 


operations, setting the tax rate 
at the same level as last year. 


The balanced budget reflects 


a $291,910 increase in ex- 
penditures over last year's 
budgeted expenses. The tax 
rate, which was lowered by 
trustees last year, remains at 66 
cents per $100 valuation. 


The budget received only 


brief discussion by trustees, 
who first viewed the document 
at the June board meeting. It 
was approved 
unanimously. 


The college expects to receive 
$495,000 from student fees and 
tuition, the budget notes, with 
$405,000 coming 
from 
ad 


valorem taxes. State 
funds 


account for more than $1.5 
million in income and federal 
dollars add another $28,500 to 
the coffers. 


NEW PROGRAMS included 


in the budget are in fire science, 
child care, emergency medical 
services, 
cosmetology, 
and 


machine 
tools. 
The 
offset 


printing program 
has been 


dropped. 


The budget reflects a $10,000 


increase in appropriations to 
athletics, which were budgeted 
at $55,000 next year. 


Included in the budget are 


tuition increases first men- 
tioned during the June board 
meeting. With approval of the 
budget, the board also approved 
the following increases. On 12 
hours of instruction, tuition will 
increase from $75 to $80; 13 
hours will cost $82; 14 hours will 
cost $86; 15 hours, $89; 16 hours, 
$94; 17 hours, $98; and 18 hours, 
$100. All increases are $5. above 
the present rate, except the 15- 
hour rate, which is $4. more 
than presently. No extra tuition 
will be charged for students 
taking more than 18 hours. 


The 
tuition 
for 
foreign 


students was increased by $48. 
regardless of course load. 


SALARIES IN the budget 


reflect a five per cent raise 
granted by the board, and total 
$1,314,686, 
including 
some 


salaries included in federal 
grants not a part of the 
operating budget. 


Staff 
benefits for 
college 


employes will cost $472,354 next 
year, according to the budget. 


The Educational and General 


Fund, which comprises 63.5 per 
cent of the total budget, totals 
$2.4 million, 61.9 per cent of 
which comes from state funds. 
Student income accounts for 
20.4 per cent of that fund, with 
taxes paying 12.8 per cent. 


The college budgeted $117,000 


for utility costs alone next year, 
a $23,800 increase over this, 
year. 
For 
General 


Administration, which includes 
the college board, the office of 
the president, and the office of 
the director of fiscal affairs, 
$141,200 was budgeted. 
On- 


campus academic education 
will cost $472,354. On-campus 
occupational 
education 
is 


budgeted at $628,114 for 22 
programs. 


THE PLANT 
maintenance 


and operations fund, which 
currently is encumbered with 
the expense of the renovation of 
the 
Academic 
and 


Administration 
building, 
is 


budgeted at 
$298,014. 
That 


figure includes the anticipated 
utility costs. 


Other expenditures, such as 


debt retirement and sinking 
fund, special services such as 
the 
Small 
Town 
Advisory 


Service, auxiliary enterprises 
fund, and a $300,000 contingency 
fund, bring total expenditures 
for next year to $3,822,435, the 
same as anticipated income 
from all sources. 


The budget notes that each 


college department is set up on 
a "cost center" approach, 
allowing the administration and 
board to know precisely the 
expenditures of that depart- 
ment and whether or not it is 
self-sustaining.
